Sometimes they accused her and 
she would simply reply excitedly: 
“I didn't do it! I didn’t do it.” 
Then she would be asked if 
there were any other explanation, 
whether she had any other log- 
ical theory of their deaths to of- 


fer. And her reply would still 
be “I didn’t do it! I didn’t do 
it'” But she would attempt no 


explanation. 


POSSIBLE MOTIVE 

Once the woman gave the doc- 
tors what, if-there has been mur- 
der committed, might be a most 
unusual, perhaps, | unprecedent- 
ed motive. 

She told the doctors that all of 
her children were suffering from 
a dread social disease for which 
only in the last few years there 
had been found a cure. And the 
mannin in which she-told it left 
the physicians with the inference 
that since that disease,is hereditary 
it was a dreadfur thing to pass 


n. 

At this time Mrs. Cunningham 
told the’ physicians that she too 
suffered from the same disease, but 
she denied that her husband had 
been a victim of it. 

The woman told the doctors of 
having spells of which she said: 

“I would lose my mind and didn't 
know what I was doing. I was told 
afterward that I sometimes threw 
chairs around and did things like 
that, that I could not remember at 
all.”

Areas Given Clean Bill 
of Health

Since the first of this year six new 
counties in four States have re- 
ceived official recognition as tu- 
berculosis-free areas, following the 
completion of testing all cattle 
within their borders. The new 
counties are in California, Iowa, 
Minnesota and North Carolina. 
This progress swells the total of 


“modified accredited counties,” as 
they are called, to fifty-nine and is 
further evidence that tuberculosis 
eradication is a practical undertak- 
ing and a reality. 

More than 400 other counties in 
the United States, as shown by rec- 
ords of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, are engaged in erad- 
eta the disease from their cat- 

The same Federal report which 
shows the progress mentioned lists 
close to -0,000,000 cattle as being 
under supervision for the eradica- 
tion of tuberculosis. This number 
is more than a seventh of all cattle 
in the United States and indicates 
the magnitude of the eradication 
work, Testing !s going forward at 
the rate of more than half a mil- 
lion cattle a month, but even this 
rate has not prevented the accu- 
mulation of waiting lists in .most 
States. At the beginning of March 
there were unfilled applications for 
testing representing more than 
2,600,000 cattle, | 

Active work by State officials and 
excellent co-operation on the part 
of live stock owners have been 
largely responsible for the progress 
made and the absence of serious 
obstacles.

After the commission receives 
such a request R&R issues an invi- 
tation to all members of the in- 
dust®y to attend a meeting for the 
purfipse of discussing the merits 


question. 


DUTY OF OONSULTANT 

This meeting is held in the pres- 
ence of a commissioner, who, how- 
ever, in no way controls it. He is 
there simply as an adviser and 
-consultant to the extent which the 
industry desires. His functions are 
to see that the discussion is open 
and uncontrolled, and that the 
action of the meeting ts within 
the limitations imposed by law. 

If it Is practically the unani- 
mous opinion of the meeting that 
any of the practices discussed are 
unfair, that opinion is stated in 
resolution definin 
the unfair method. The comm 
sion approves or disapproves, or 
withholds approval as to the ex- 
pression of the meeting. and an- 
nounces to the public its attitude. 

A number of industries have 
availed themselves of these trade 
practice submittals to rid them- 

selves of objectionable practices. 
An outstanding case was that of 
manufacturers of silver-plated 
ware. It was pointed out that the 
term “Sheffield” is now used on 
electro-plated ware and mis- 
leading to the public which in 
general supposed any silver-plated 
ware so marked was of the same 
grade and quality as that formerly 
made in England and from which 
such ware derived its name. 

In general, the commission dis- 
approved the use of the word 
“Shefficlad” a trade name or 
mark for plated hollow ware and 
will proceed upon this basis in-in- 
dividual cases as they are brought 
before it, giving due consideration 
to merits of each particular

BEYOND REASON'¢ 


Court Quashes Indictments | 
for Election Murders 


Holds Sifting of Truth Out 
\ of Human Power 


Defendants Bargain Peace of 


County for Freedom 

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCTT 
JACKSQN (Ky.) April 12.—-The 
famous Clayhole election fight 
cases—the most noted of all po- 


litical murder affairs since the as- 
sassination of Senator William Goe- 
bel twenty-five years ago-——is off 
the court records. Na matter what 
may comé up hereafter concerning 
this bloody affray. the courts likely 
will never hear of it officially again. 
Judge Pollard 
acted favorably on a petition mdde 
in Breathitt Circuit Court by thir- 
teen men under indictment for as- 
serted connection with the bloody 
events of the November election 
day, 1921. and dismissed the cases. 

The petition set out that the 
State would be put to great ex- 
pense in prosecuting the cases and; 
evidence would be so conflicting 
that no jury would be able to de- 
termine the guilt of any of those 
who were under charges. 

Four men were killed outright, 
four women were made widows and 
twenty-odd children orphaned in 
the Clayhole precinct battle. The 
men slain were Asberry Combs, 
Cleveland Combs and Ethan Al-| 
len, all Demoecrets, and George 
McIntosh, a Republican. Ballot 
boxes were taken from the shack 
in which voting was being done, de- 
stroyed by the fighters and the elec- 
tion stopped. 


STRENUOUS BATTLE 
The battle lasted about half an 
hour, it was said, but there were 
more .than 200 shots fired. What 


took effect in tree trunks, fences 
and other objects in the neighbor- 
hood. These were not feudists 
who were battling, either — men 
connected with some of the oldest 
and best-known political families 
in the State were participants. 
Several months after the battle, 
the Breathitt county grand jury 
indicted Leslie Combs, Shade 
Combs, French Combs and George 
Allen, Jr., charging them with mur- 
der in connection with the death 


of McIntosh. At the same time

CONVICTED ONCE 


At any rate, tension was so great 
that the cases were transferred to 
Boyd county, nearly 200-miles dis- 
tant by the way the defendants 
and witnesses were compelled to 
travel.

PORTLAND (Or.) April 12.-— 
The mysteries. of the oriental rug 
trade, always something of a puz- 
zle to the ordinary individual, 
have been laid bare in United 
States Court here during a case 
that has occupied the last two 
weeks. In-the usually austere 
courtroom, now fitted out with 
draperies and hangings like a 


Turkish harem, rug dealers and 
experts have been battling over 


The case is a suit for $10,720 
and other considerations brought 
by H. F. Clodius, Jr. of Walla Walla, 
Wash., against Cartozian Brothers, 
rug deaters of Portland, Clodius, 
a wheat farmer of Eastern Wash- 
ington, came to Portland in the 
days just after the war, when 
wheat prices were high and he was 
| flush with money. He bought from 
Cartozian Brothers seventeen rugs 
for which he pald $15,330, and 
threw in some old tugs which he 
already owned. 


NOW CHARGES FRAUD 


Now he charges that he was de- 
frauded in the transaction; that 
the rugs had a retail commercial 
value of $4956, and he seeks to 
recover $10,720 and the rugs he 
formerly owned, or in lieu of them, 
an additional $5000. 

Stories that conveyed ‘all the 
mystery and charm of the Orient 
were related to him by the rug 
dealers in making . their’ sales, 
Clodilus says. The Cartozians went 
into minute detail concerning the 
history of the rugs that he was 
‘buying. One rug in particular, an 
Anatolian silk, was represented to 
be of great age, a lecture piece, 
a double prayer rug deposited in 
an oriental mosque for many years 
and stolen from the mosque by 
Turkish soldiers, avers Clodius. 
This rug was five by three feet ten 
inches in size and Clodius, under 
the spell of ite rich traditions, 
parted with $4000 for ft. He now 
contends that the history of -the 
rug was a myth, and that the cov- 
erings sold to him with picturesque 
legends attached Were really only 
the ordinary rugs of commerce. 


EXPERTS DISAGREE 

Experts from near and far gath- 
ered to appear as witnesses in the 
case. Frank L. Loftus of Los An- 
geles, one of the experts, testified 
that the rugs for* which Clodtus 
paid more than. $15,000, besides 
exchanging his old rugs, were 
worth at the time of the sale 
$5242. Bernard C. Jackway of 
Oakland placed the value at $5400, 
and John D. Elistrom of: Portland 
gave his estimate at $4955. Op- 
posed to this testimony was the 
word of Arthur U. Dilley of New 
York. who said the’ rugs were 
worth $13,922. 

It was brought out in ‘the tes- 
timony that the rugs which pried 
the Walla Walla farmer loose 
from such e large share of his 
wheat receipts actually cost the 
dealers $2596, the firm's records 
being introduced to show the cost 
of all but two of the rugs. Aram} 
and. Yoseif Cartozian, members of{ 
the firm, testified that original cost 
meant little in days just following 
the war. 

It is expected that Federal ME 
Bean, who has been hearing the 
testimony, will take the case under 
advisement for gome time upon its 
conclusion.

The raw gum is obtained from 
the srpote tree, which is found 
growing all through the forests of 
Southeastern Mexico. Thée gum

Many of the chicle camps are 
remotely situated from coast pointe 
and are difficult of access. The in- 
dustry is not without its romantic 
features. When venturgsome Amer- 
icans first invaded the forest wilds 
of Quintana Roo in search of sa- 
pote trees they were threatened 
with death by the Maya Indians. 
It was only by persistent and dip- 
lomatic efforts that the friendship 
of these people was finally won 
and the exploitation of the gum- 
producing tree was permitted.

ditional debt. 

He also disclosed hitherto secret trans- 
actions of the Bank of France with the 
government, by méans of which paper 
francs in considerable quantities had been 
issued without parliamentary authorization. 

Through these discldsures one sees for 
the first time the actual cost of the mili- 
taristic: policy of France during the last six 
years. The cost of the military occupation 
of the Ruhr and .of arming Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia and some of the other smaller Eu- 


ropean states all enters into this enormous 


indebtedness. It seems incredible that six 
years of armed peace should have cost 
France more in money than five years of 
war; and one begins to realize how great 
was the financial support France received 
during the war years. Including the loans 
to our allies, eighteen months of war cost 
this country more than $30,000,000,900. 
Compare that to France’s $7,250,000,000 and 
one can reach a reasonable conclusion, re- 
gardiess of who won the war, concerning 
who paid for-it. 


. TUDYING THE UNIVERSE 
At the recent meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science 


at Washington, D. C., 1783 papers were read, 


embracing the year’s statement of new facts 
in science. ' Dr. Milliken recently said that 
physics advanced more in the past twenty 
years than in the 200 years before. Presi- 
dent Coolidge called it a gathering of “the 
wonder workers of all the ages.” But the 
words of ex-Secretary’ Charles E. Hughes 
are the words that are best fitted to sink 
well into our minds: | 


If to an increasing degree we have 
the security of sound public opinion, if 
the extravagances and diatribes of po- 
Htical appeals fail of their object and if, 
notwithstanding the apparent confusion 
and welter of our life, we are able to 
find a steadiness of purpose and a quiet, 
dominating intelligence, it is largely be- 
cause of the multitude of our people 
who have been trained to a consider- 
able extent in scientific \method, who 
look for facts,»who have cultivated the 
habit of inquivy and in a thousand call- 
ings face the\ tests of definite investi- 
gations. With scientific applications on 
every hand, the American people are 
daily winning their. escape from the 
danger of being fooled. .. . 

We need your method in government; 
we need it in lawmaking and law-ad- 
ministrating. We need your interest in 
knowledge for its own sake; the self- 
sacrificing ardor of your leaders; your 
ceaseless search for truth; your dis- 
trust of phrases and catchwords; your 
rejection of every plausible counterfeit; 
your willingness to discard every dis- 
proved theory, however honored by tra- 
dition, while you jealously conserve ev- 
ery gain of the past against madcap as- 
sault; your quiet temper and, above all, 
your faith in humanity and your zeal to 
promote the social welfare. We need 
your horizon; your outlook on the 
world. 

The scientist rarely speaks for himself 
except to let the world know simply and 
unobtrusively what his completed experi- 
ments are. He needs Mr. Hughes to eulo- 
gize him in inspiring words.

DISON ON LONG LIFE 
Edison, who recently entered his 79th 
year, has been adding to the testimony of 
scientists as to the increasing span of hu- 
man life. He has been telling interviewers 


that man is improving his environment, and 


just to the extent that he is improving it 
he is expanding his life’s duration. Man 
now sees that, in order to attain great age, 
he must live with what may be called the 
minimum of resistance. When he actually 
begins to avail himself of that knowledge 
he will live 200 years or more. 

This is even. a more astonishing state 
ment than any made in Dr. Franklin Stew- 
art Harris's recent book on “Scientific Re- 
search and Human Life,” in which it is 
shown that the average duration of the life 


of man has increased since the Middle Ages | 


from 21 to 55 years and that five years 
have been added to it in the United Statos 
in the last decade. Dr. Harris also’ said 


that there were 35 per cent fewer deaths} 


per 1000 now than in 1880. He attributed 
this improvement to the correction of faulty 
diet, to better control of specific diseases 
and to fewer deaths after’ surgical opera- 
tions. 


Edison believes that he will live to 100. 
He is taking pains to prevent autointoxica- 
tion in his own system. He says that the 
average human being is a traveling poison 
factory. While it is inevitable that the 
poisons should be made, they should not 
be carried around, for they tear down the 
tissue and give rise to many maladies. ‘I 
believe,” he says, “that autointoxication 
causes most. of our diseases. Get rid of it 
and we shall live much longer and be more 
comfortable. ,It js possible to end auto- 
intoxication. It is all a matter of diet and 
lubrication.” 


Metchnikoff put forth this theory over 


twenty-five years ago, and it has been ac- 
cepted by many medical men. The correc- 


tion of the evil is not, however, all there. 


is of life conservation, as Edison points 
out, for better sanitation cuts a big figure 
in it. Occupational change as a rest cure 
and tonic is also to be placed on the list 
of factors that help to extend life. Edison 
works at one thing and then at another. 
At the age of 78 he does not feel t he 
must be in a hurry about anything. here 
is plenty of time,” he says when he is dis- 
cussing the work he has planned to do. “I 
shall live more than twenty years yet.”

They know more than tiie average 


person, for the best minds flatural- 
ly take to science, but they don’t 
know nearly as much as most peo- 
ple suppose. Nor has science ad- 
vanced as far as. most people im- 
agine. Born in a dark world, 
when every living thing was afraid 
of the dark, it has been groping 
through an old-age jungle of hered- 
itary fears and superstitions to- 
ward the light. Naturally, scien- 
tists have made mistakes; explor- 
ers always do. But the next gen- 
eration corrects the mistakes and 
carries on the explorations.

Delicious comedy is “Meet the 
Wife.” The laughter ripples and 


roaring situation follows another. 
It is a modern “Enoch Arden” ‘with 
the Arden ardently ardening, you
